Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 19. To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 78, of the General Laws relating to the 
Selectmen being a Board of Survey. On petition of the Select- 
men, 
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Voted, that the above provisions (article) be accepted. 
At 10 o’clock and 80 minutes all business of the meeting 
had been completed. Voted, that the meeting be dissolved.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Water Commissioners submit the following report for 
the year 1924. 

The prolonged: drought during the summer taxed the plant 
to its utmost capacity, and even then we were unable to render 
satisfactory service in the Woods Hole-Quissett division. We 
were obliged to forbid the use of automatic sprinklers to pre- 
vent waste of water. We propose to adopt a rule limiting such 
use in the future. 

We have in previous reports stated that the plant has ex- 
panded to such an extent that the present equipment is unable 
to insure adequate pressure for domestic and fire purposes. 

The N. E. Insurance Exchange submitted to us a plan for 
needed improvements. This plan called for so large an expenditure 
that we submitted it with our own suggestions to our Consulting 
Engineer whose report does not differ greatly from the one sub- 
mitted by the Insurance Exchange. We publish herewith a con- 
densed copy of this latter report. It will be noticed that the 
estimated cost of these improvements is $288,000 without en- 
gineering and incidental expenses which would probably raise 
the amount to about $400,000. 

In our opinion these improvements should cover a-period of 
several years. 

We feel that the situation at Woods Hole demands earliest 
action. We submit our recommendations at the close of this 
report. 

In accordance with the vote of the town we have relocated 
the main on the road leading to Chappaquoit at a cost of $2,950.25 
and have laid a new extension.on. the Island Road at West Fal- 
mouth at a cost of $1,467.42 and one on Grand Avenue at Fal- 
mouth Heights costing $3,743.84. The total appropriations for 
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these extensions were $9,600.00. The total cost $8,161.51, leav- 
ing a balance of $1,438.49. $1,000 of this was transferred to the 
Minor Extension Account, at a special town meeting. The 
total cost of minor extensions was $3,730.93, appropriations $4,640, 
leaving a batence of $269.07. These two balances auomrring to 
$707.56 has been returned to the town treasurer. 

101 new services have been added during the year. 


RECOMMEMDATIONS j 


In accordance with the suggestion of the engineer we re- 
commend the installation of Altitude Valves at the standpipes 
and a recording system at the pumping station at an estimated 
eost of $5,000. 

We also recommend a ten inch main from a point near the 
residence of Judge Robb in Sippewisseit to connect with the ten 
inch main at the conner near the residence of C. H. Eldred in 
Quissett. Estimated cost $30,000. 

We believe that these improvements will remedy the situ- 
ation until such time as we can carry out the balance of the re- 
commendations of the Engineers. 

Much property is being developed on Elm Avenue, and we 
recommend an eight inch extension on that line under a 9% 
guaranty. The estimated cost is $8,000. 

We were instructed by the last annual meeting to make 
careful estimate of the cost of an extension to and through Silver 
Beach and the income to be derived from such. extension. 

We have attended to that duty and report the estimated 
cost to be $30,000; The income in sight $800. We understand 
that several new houses are to be erected in the near future. 

If this extension is authorized we think it wise that a branch 
should be laid to Wild Harbor which is now supplied by a pri- 
vately owned 2-inch line. The income to be derived from this 
branch would be equal to the 9%. Cost of this extension esti- 
mated, $8,500. 
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A petition has been received for an extension to Fresh Pond, 
a distance of 7920 feet, at an estimated cost for a six inch pipe 
$17,000. Income in sight $144.00.

SUMMARIZED REPORT TO WATER COMMISSIONERS 
Falmouth, Mass. 
ON DISTRIBUTING SYSTEM PUMPING EQUIPMENT, ETC. 


GENERAL 

To make this summarizing report as short as advisable, we 
have not extended our remarks under the various heads, refer- 
ring you to the corresponding divisions of the Detailed Report, 
and to the plan attached thereto. 
1. A general survey indicates the greatest need of improvement 
of the situation to be in the distributing system, including 
reservoir resources for storage, and not in the pumping plant. 
This indication is substantiated by the detailed studies. 
2. The growth of the system has been considerable. The pipe 
lines have been greatly extended and the demands have been 
heavy in districts near the extremes of the service mains. No 
strengthening of interior lines has been undertaken. 
3. The expenses of operation and maintenance have increased, 
but not to the extent that might be expected with the growth 
and considering the increase in cost of labor and materials. This 
indicates careful management. 
4, The water consumption indicates waste and extravagant use 
and should be decreased, especially in Summer: 

(a) By a thorough survey and investigation in the early 
Summer of all services, fixtures, ete. This would prob- 
ably increase the water revenue and stop leaks. 

(b) By installation of meters for selective types of services, 
such as hotels, large boarding houses, public garages 
and stables, schools, ete., and where private users re- 
fuse to make needed repairs or stop misuse and waste. 

5. The pump capacity now installed is sufficient and will be for 
some years provided waste and extravagant use of water is pre- 
vented. The older pump must be replaced before long, because 
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of its physical condition, but by a pump of probably less than 
114 million capacity at point of most economical operation. The 
imperative impovements in the distribution system far out- 
weighs in importance the matter of a new pump at this time. 
6. Adequate fire protection will never be practical with direct 
hydrant pressure, and motor pumping equipment must be relied 
on. 

The basis for our recommendations has been a fire supply 
with 10—20 Ibs. hydrant pressure as follows :— 


Falmouth proper and Woods Hole 1500°G Pet: 
Falmouth Heights, 1,000 G. P. M. 
Other thickly settled districts, (50°C. cP SMe. 


The above being in addition to domestic demands. 

7. For Woods Hole, we recommend, for immediate construc- 
tion: 

(a) 300,000 gallon standpipe with 12 inch connection to 

Quissett Avenue and Main Street. See Plan Block 2. 

(b) 10 inch connection across channel of Eel Pond where 
pipe is dead ended on either side of draw. See Plan 
Block 1. 

(c) If 12 inch pipe to Teaticket (See Plan Block 4) is not 
installed, then the immediate construction of a 10 inch 
connection from junction of Oyster Pond Road and 
Quissett Ave., to the existing Sippewissett 8 inch line. 
See Plan Block 3. 

8. The immediate installation of a 12 inch line from the Pump- 
ing Station to Teaticket and extended southerly with 12 inch 
to junction of Maravista Road. See Plan Block 4. 

This connection is important for Falmouth Proper, Falmouth 
Heights, and entire districts South and East of Pumping Station. 
9. For early (that is as soon as possible) constuction to benefit 
Falmouth Heights, also’ Falmouth Proper, the construction of a 
12 inch line on Maravista Road, 10 inch across lower end of 
Little Pond, connecting with existing 8 inch on Grand Avenue, 
the replacement of the 4 inch on Nantucket Avenue with an 8 
inch pipe extended to existing 8 inch on Teaticket Road. Also 
an 8 inch from the dead ended 8 inch on Grand Ave at Vernon 
Avenue across lower end’ of Déacon’ Pond to the 8 inch on Shore 
Drive. See Plan Block 5. 
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10. To give adequate fire protection at Waquoit, we recommend 
for early construction a 150,000 gallon. tower tank and a 10 inch 
main, the latter replacing the existing. 6 inch: pipe. See Plan 
Block 6. rat 
11. West Falmouth seems to require no immediate attention, 
except for the recommendation of an altitude valve or valves 
on the standpipes, as elsewhere stated. 
12. For North Falmouth, as soon as demands make same neces- 
sary, we recommend a 10 inch pipe in the Wild Harbor Road 
from the existing 10 inch at the fire headquarters to Shore Road, 
an 8 inch along Shore Road to connect with existing 8 inch in 
Megansett, near Cedar Pond, bettering distribution in this latter 
district, and an 8 inch along Wild Harbor Road and about Silver 
Beach. See Plan Block 7. 
13. We advocate, for immediate installation and irrespective of 
all other recommendations, the installation of altitude valves in 
pipes to standpipes, both at Quissett and at West Falmouth. 
These will overcome the difficulty now encountered in controlling 
at the head of the Pumping Station road the flow of water in 
the 12 inch (to Quissett standpipe) and the 10 inch ( to West 
Falmouth standpipes). See Plan Block 8 and 9. 
14. When service is given in Coonamessett and Menauhant, and 
increased service is required in Davisville, and to improve as 
well the pipe grid for East Falmouth and Waquoit, we recom- 
mend the installation of a 10 inch line along the Menauhant 
Road from Maravista Road to the State Road. See Plan Block 
10. 
15. The summary of the estimated construction costs are as 
follows :-—

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REPORT OF MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


The 25th Annual Report of the Gypsy and Brown tail Moth 
work for the year ending December 31, 1924 is herewith sub- 
mitted : 


GYPSY AND BROWN TAIL MOTHS 


Moth conditions this year are about the same except in a 
few places, and these I have given extensive sprayings, also a 
thorough cresoting this fall. 

Infections of no serious nature were noted on any of the 
town highways or property. 

The State highways, due to the fact that the State did no 
spraying this year, was in some places very bad. In some 
places I used spray four times to check them. 

The cresoting has been completed throughout the town this 
fall and excepting the state highway, no bad infections were 
noted. 

This year I had the spray machines thoroughly overhauled 
and repaired by a man from the factory, which cost $276.69. 
They were in very bad shape and were, on account of continued 
break-downs, causing this department to loose valuable time 
when it was most needed. With proper care these machines will 
last four or five years without being repaired. 

I recommend that $4,500 be appropriated to continue work 
for the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN © 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-fifth annual 
report of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 31, 
1924: 

The Tent Caterpillars, Elm Leaf Beetles and Gypsy Moths 
were not so numerous as in previous years on the shade trees 
along the Town Highways. This was due to the cold nights dur- 
ing the month of May, that when the young eaterpillars hatched 
out they were unable to stand the cold. 

The spraying was attended to in due time and prevented any 
of the caterpillars, beetles, or moths, that survived the cold 
weather, from injuring the trees. 

Young trees were planted in different sections of the town 
and will in time make beautiful shade trees. 

On August 26th a terrible tornado struck this section of the 
state causing great destruction to the trees of this town, which 
will take years to replace. I tried to save all the trees that were 
practical to save, by pulling them up into place, and replanting, 
and guying same with wire. This caused considerable extra 
work and had to be met by a special appropriation, for which 
I appeared before the Finance Committee asking for fifteen 
hundred dollars to carry on the work. 

I suggest that some action be taken at the coming town 
meeting about cleaning up the fallen trees beyond the bounds 
of the state and town highways, as in many places nothing has 
been done by the owners of said property, and if left undone 
will look unsightly, not for next summer, but for years to come. 
As nothing in my estimation looks worse than a lot of dead trees 
and rubbish within sight of the town highways, I would recom- 
mend that the same general appropriation of eighteen hundred 
dollars be appropriated for the Tree Warden Dept. for the year 
1925. ‘

The Board is pleased to note in the preceding report that 
the Health Department cost has been very materially reduced 
over 1923. This reduction is due largely to the decrease in the 
number of contagious diseases, more particularly Diphtheria, 
having had 11 eases to deal with as against 42 last year. 

There has been brought to this board considerable criticism 
of sanitary conditions in the Grammar School. While it is true 
that all the Diphtheria cases have come from or been directly 
traced to the Grammar School, official tests of the plumbing show 
that the sewerage system is in perfect condition and that no 
cause can be found for the repeated outbreaks in this particular 
school, known precautions having been taken to check or elimin- 
ate such conditions. We do, however, recommend that a change 
be made in the urinal in the boys’ toilet room. 

Our inspector has this year inspected 221 stables and barns 
and finds a general improvement in the keeping of milch cows 
and swine. 

During the year we have made quite a number of milk tests, 
taking samples from dealers as well as retailers and submitting 
samples to the State inspector. The results have been very satis- 
factory and the records of the tests are in our files and any 
person interested in analysis of milk which is being sold them 
ean see just how good this milk is by examination of these 
records. 

The board, after consulting with health boards of other 
towns and with the master plumbers of this town, believes that 
a set of Plumbing Regulations should be issued by this board. 
This we have done after submitting the same to the State Divi- 
sion of Sanitation for their approval. These regulations will 
appear in local papers and blank form for permits can be ob- 
tained of the Board of Health or the inspector. 

We desire to again make an appeal to parents of children 
who have, up to this time, either from prejudice of thoughtless- 
ness, not allowed their children to be Schick tested. The 
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records of this department show that no child who has:had: the 
Schick test has had Diphtheria bacilli found in its throat. There 
has been taken this year 330 cultures which have been taken, 
almost exclusively by the nurses. The Nursing Association giv- 
ing this service alone has saved the town a large sum of money 
as under the old regulations every physician who took these 
cultures charged back the expense to this department. 

Another vital matter of concern is the matter of a Dumping 
Ground. The time has arrived when Falmouth MUST provide 
a suitable place for garbage disposal. The present location the 
town does not own and is liable to loose at any time. The great 
need now is the purchase of some tract of land situated not too 
far away and of sufficient area to take care of the town’s needs 
for a long period of years. Sooner or later there will have to be 
provisions made for the burning of garbage as is done in other 
towns and we recommend that when a purchase is made, that 
provisions be made for a steady growth of the town and im- 
provements that may be made. The board hopes to be in a po- 
sition to recommend some site at the annual meeting. 

The health conditions around Eel Pond in Woods Hole have 
been a cause of considerable annoyance and apprehension during 
the past year. Several inspections and visits have been made 
by our inspector and by the agent of the State Board of Health. 
We earnestly request the occupants of stores and residences on 
the shores of the pond to do all in their power to keep the shores 
and waters of the pond free from all refuse that is not readily 
soluable so that no decaying matter can be left on the shores 
and flats when the tide is low. Such conditions as we find in 
the pond have, in other localities, caused sickness, death, and a 
large expense in moving and closing up houses similarly situ- 
ated, a condition we do not want to occur in Woods Hole. 

We again wish to extend our thanks to the Medical Fra- 
ternity and the District Nurses for their co-operation, as it is 
through their efforts and help that epidemics of dangerous 
diseases are kept from spreading.

Dear Sirs :— 

I herewith submit a report of work which has been done 
under your appropriation during the year 1924: 

Since you have been appointed the Board of Health and the 
Overseers of the Poor it has been possible for us to enlarge our 
program under your appropriation so as to include some of the 
duties of the Board of Health. This has been a step in advance 
in our Public Health work as it links together the various phases 
of health work in the town. Our work under your appropria- 
tion now falls under two headings—The Instructive Work and 

_ The Board of Health duties. Under the instructive or educa- 
tional.duties comes the care of the expectant mother and the 
care of the child during the years before entering school. Each 
year sees an incease in this work. Last year we cared for about 
80% of the maternity cases in town. The infant mortality rate 
is decreasing which seems to indicate that the babies are being 
better cared for. 

The Board of Health work is closely connected with the work 
in the schools for it is in the school room or among the school 
children that contagious diseases break out. We are ever on the 
lookout for any signs of disease among the children. By report- 
ing suspicious cases and enforcing quarantine rules, we endeavor 
to help the Health Inspector in preventing any serious epidemic 
of contagious disease. Closely allied with the contagious work 
is the tuberculosis work. By having any suspects and all con- 
tacts examined, we hope to cut down the spread of the dreaded 


disease.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN " 


The Selectmen herewith submit their annual report for the 
year 1924: 

At the annual meeting in February the town instructed the 
board to lay out certain roads and avenues and to report at the 
next meeting their doings. The board has attended to these 
matters and at the special meeting held in May the layouts were 
presented to the town and accepted, since that time the board 
has been in receipt of a number of petitions for the layout of 
roads which have been attended to and will be presented to 
the town for its acceptance or rejectance. 

The board is pleased to report that the tax case, Dennison 
vs. Falmouth, was heard in Boston in March at a sitting of the 
Superior Court and a decision was rendered for the town. This 
finishes the five cases brought against the town due to the re- 
valuation of 1921, leaving only one other case on hand, that of 
MeIntyre vs. Falmouth which has not yet been heard. 

This case is one relative to plans which were drawn for the 
East Falmouth School House in 1922. The School Board feels 
that it is not a just claim and should not be paid. 

The Cape and Vineyard Company are now furnishing cur- 
rent for 557 year round and 104 summer lights. Last year the 
service was greatly improved and during this year a steady im- 
provement is noted. 

The board is being complained to by various people relative 
to the small number of street lamps which are now operated in 
certain sections of the town. Our only answer is this. If more 
lamps are to be maintained more money for street lights must be 
raised and appropriated. We have been obliged to take out 
quite a great number of lamps to go through the past year and 
keep within the appropriation. 

The board wish particularly to call the attention of the 
voters to the great necessity for better office accommodations in 
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the hall. Since we first oceupied the hall in 1916 there has been 
many changes and at the present time we are sadly in need of 
additional office room. As we are now situated, four difterent 
boards are occupying one office with no provision whatever for 
committee meetings, consultation, or single spare room. At the 
present time some of the present rooms are. now crowded to ¢a- 
pacity and more. If the present hall is to serve the town for 
the next twenty or twenty-five years, we earnestly hope that 
some action will be taken to furnish the much needed room. We 
anticipate that the Planning Board will submit some. drawings 
for the consideration of the town, having had an architect in 
consultation. If, however, the town anticipates building and 
equiping a new hall in the near future we could not recommend 
any great outlay on the present building, much as additional 
room is needed. 

In the matter of instructions to this board relative to ob- 
taining an option for the purchase of the H. C. Lewis property, 
we have to report that the matter was taken up early in the 
season with the attorney acting for the heirs of this property 
but up to this time we have not succeeded in obtaining the de- 
sired option. The amount of money voted by the town to obtain 
this option being so small the heirs did not feel that they should 
accept it for a property of the value that the estate represents. .

QUISSETT HARBOR ROAD 


The work done on this road consisted principally of grad- 
ing the steep portion of the road going down to the harbor. 
Two bad curves were done away with, and the grade made much 
easier. 

The new line required considerable grading, removal of stone 
walls, a heavy bank wall to hold the fill and several catch basins 
and drain pipes. The latter were required because this. road 
takes practically all the drainings from Quissett four corners, 
and the road has in former years been badly washed out after 
every storm. 

A three inch layer of broken stone was laid over the steep- 
est part of the hill to prevent washing out the new fill, and to 
form a foundation for a bituminous macadam surface. 

To complete the work and make a modern road suitable for 
the heavy automobile traffic on this road during the summer sea- 
son, a bituminous macadam surface should be laid from Quissett 
Four Corners at least to the Town Landing.

At the Annual Town Meeting, it was voted to place the 
eare of the Casino in the hands of the Park Commissioners. 
We took up the matter and found that we could not take it 
over, the town not having accepted certain State laws, allow- 
ing us to do so. We then had a bill passed in the legislature, 
to confirm the doings of the town meeting, and to allow the 
Park Commissioners to let rooms or booths, and collect rent 
for same. 

It was also voted that the Park Commissioners acquire by 
purchase or otherwise two pieces of land adjacent to the 
casino property. It could not be purchased. We then at- 
tempted to make a taking, here we found an error in the word- 
ing of the article in the warrant, and a taking could not be 
made. We recommend that three pieces of land be taken, as 
the Beach westerly of the Bath House is the one that the bath- 
ers use the most. As the land was not taken, the $2,000.00 was 
not available to use for repairs on building and grading of 
grounds, we were obliged to call on the Finance Committee for 
$300.00 to pay some of the bills, on account of unforeseen ex- 
penditures. 

There were 14,973 people that visited the bathhouse from 
July 14th to September 7th. 

For rent of rooms, bathing suits, and towels, we received 
$1,067.60 and paid the same over to the town treasurer. 

There are outstanding bills to the amount of $468.83. 

We recommend that the wharf be repaired, the building 
repaired and painted, a salt-water bathroom be installed. 

We recommend that $3,000.00 be appropriated for the care 
and upkeep of the bath house, and to pay back bills, the same 
to be taken from the unexpended balance in the treasurer’s 
hands.

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REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Remarks 


The fire department during the past year has responded to 
one hundred thirty-four (134) fire alarms and answered calls 
for assistance from neighboring towns in the number of five (5), 
as noted in the table above. In such towns as make no effort to 
maintain a fire department or otherwise protect the town, it is 
the custom of this department to ask for reimbursement for the 
expense of responding to these calls. The following table in- 
dieates the yearly fire losses as given:

The attention is drawn to the number of brush fires occurring 
in the town, namely sixty (60) to which the department respond- 
ed. During the spring months, it was apparent that many of 
these brush fires were set for incendiary purposes and effort was 
made to ascertain who the person or persons were who were 
setting the fires. Up to the present, no definite information has 
been ascertained in spite of a reward being offered. 

Immediately after town meeting, the’ fire department pur- 
chased and installed a Gamewell Charging Switchboard and 
batteries for a fire alarm system. This is in operation and has 
proven very satisfactory. 

In August, upon responding to an alarm of fire, it was dis- 
eovered that the Ahrens-Fox Pumping Engine needed overhaul- 
ing on account of crystalization of several of-the important parts 
of the machine, due to excessive vibration on solid tires. The 
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chief, after consulting with mechanical experts, was advised to 
change the apparatus to pneumatie tires and renew the parts 
that were crystallized. The manufacturers of the pumping en- 
gine loaned the Town of Falmouth another pumping engine while 
our own was out of commission and being over-hauled. On 
account of the additional expenses not foreseen in our budget for 
the year, it became necessary to ask the finance committee for 
the sum of $528.55 to make good the additional expense. 

During the year, two accidents occurred, while doing the work 
of fires and also occurred to the same fireman. On March: 9, 
while fighting a fire in a building owned by John Augusta in 
East Falmouth, H. W. F. Scannell was severely burned on the 
shoulder and required medical attention. He was also prevented 
from attending his work and the Board of Engineers voted to 
reimburse him in the sum of $3.50 a day for the period that he 
was laid up. He was paid for four weeks. On April 28th, in 
responding to a brush fire in Falmouth Heights, the same man 
was injured by the apparatus passing over his right foot, severe- 
ly crushing it. It was found that Mr. Scannell would be dis- 
abled for considerable time and inasmuch as no funds were on 
hand in the department to aid him, the board inserted an article 
in the warrant of the special town meeting, requesting action. 
The town voted the sum of $600.00 to pay for Mr. Seannell’s 
medical attention and his loss of time. Attention is drawn to 
special report above. 

On Noy. 11th, is was necessary to add another permanent 
man at Headquarters so that a driver of apparatus would be 
available for still alarms immediately and Perey G. Rhodes, a 
veteran, was appointed by the Board of Engineers. After ap- 
pointing this permanent man, the chief instituted a system of 
weekly inspection of public and commercial buildings within the 
Town of Falmouth and inaugurated a record of the conditions 
found at these inspections. This is one step toward fire preven- 
tion and already good results are being obtained and co-opera- 
tion is being received in the Town. 

The noon-day time signal is now being sounded exactly: on 
time each day. The time is received ‘over the radio which has 
been installed at headquarters by a loan from private individu- 
als. 
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Additional sleeping quarters were installed at headquarters 
and. necessary toilet, facilities were added., oa Ke 

A. Tungar charger of greater. capacity. tae the _puopose of 
charging the batteries of the apparatus was purchased. 

A system, of keeping.records of all happenings and business 
pertaining to the fire department has been installed since Dee. 
Ist. This is known as the ‘‘Log Book.’’ Each station is inspected 
weekly by one of the board of engineers and a report made of 
conditions, also a record kept in the ‘‘Log.’’ . 

On July 4th, a company meet was held at the Central fire 
station and all companies of the fire, department participated. 
The cup, which was awarded last year. to Hose Company, No. 5, 
Woods Hole, was again won by the same company, which made 
the best record in performing the evolutions used at a fire in the 
shortest. and.quickest time. All companies that participated and 
all members of the department. were very enthusiastic over the 
meet. Immediately after the competition was over, a clambake 
was served at headquarters, which was paid for by volunteer 
subscriptions from the members of the companies. 

Recommendations. 

The Chief Engineer makes the following recommendations 
for the coming year and requests that some action be taken upon 
them. 

In the report for last year, it was recommended that some 
action be taken to stop the tendency to park automobiles near 
the scene of a fire and hinder the firemen in their work, also to 
stop the tendency to race with apparatus or closely follow ap- 
paratus while going to a fire. The chief has formulated a set 
of regulations regarding traffic, which he requests the board to 
approve and offer to the town for action. The board of engineers 
have the authority under Chapter 48, Section 54 of the General 
Laws to promulgate and adopt with the approval of the town the 
following regulations: 

1. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersection of 
any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post hydrant 
or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire station housing 
fire apparatus. 

2. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a vehicle 
of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle as far as 
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possible to his right hand side of the street and keep said vehicle 
stationary until such apparatus shall have passed a distance of 
three hundred feet beyond. 

3, No vehicle shall approach closer than three hundred 
feet of a piece of fire apparatus, if traveling in the same diree- 
tion. 

4. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park, or leave a 
vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire or fire 
lines, if established by the fire or police departments. : 

5. Im ease of fire, the fire department, their officers and 
members with their machines and equipment shall have the right 
of way in all public streets and ways of the town as against all 
other persons and no person shall hinder or obstruct them in 
free passage therein nor drive over any hose lines belonging to 
the department, with any automobile or other vehicle, or remove, 
injure or in any manner disturb the members thereof, their ma- 
chines, hose or equipment when stationed or located at a fire 
except under the direction of the officer in command of the fire 
department. 

6. It shall be the duty of the chief of police to be present 
at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers of the police 
department for such duty and enforce the above regulations. 

7. Any person violating any provision of these regulations 
or by-laws shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars. 

It is earnestly recommended that the sanitary conditions at 
headquarters be remedied by installing the necessary equipment 
as soon as possible. 

It is recommended that a sufficient sum of money be included 
in the budget to permit the members of the entire department 
to belong to the Massachusetts State Firemen’s Association. This 
association together with any that may be formed in the town 
is for the purpose of endeavoring, in a small way, to aid an 
injured fireman who has been injured in line of duty or to aid 
his family in case of death. The amount assessed each member 
of the department is one dollar ($1.00). 

Tt is recommended that the board of engineers appoint two 
additional, permanent men at headquarters for the following 


reasons: 
ei} 
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First, it has been felt by business men of the town, 
who employ firemen, that they are losing considerable labor and 
the tendency is not to hire men who belong to the fire depart- 
ment unless the men will agree not to respond to alarms of fire 
during the working hours. This necessarily ‘‘ties the hands of 
the department’’ in case of need. 

Second, that out of 134 fires that took place this year, if 
the department had a permanent force, including those already 
employed plus two additional men, the department could have 
handled 126 fires without requiring the call members of the de- 
partment to respond. 

Third, that by the employment of these men, a great deal 
quicker response can be obtained in the future and the expense 
of adding these two men will be undoubtedly saved before the 
year expires. 

It is further recommened that steps be taken to increase the 
area covered by the fire alarm system and install boxes on the 
streets. The attention is called to the board that one fire oc- 
eurred during the year and a delay causing the loss of the entire 
building was apparent because the person who desired to send 
in an alarm could not find a fire alarm box. The lass in, this fire 
alone was $9,000.00. The area recommended to be covered would 
include Woods Hole, Quissett and all of Falmouth Village, also 
a signal alarm at the Pumping Station for information of the 
water department engineer.

The Board of Engineers at a meeting held on January 12, 
1925, accepted the reports of the Chief Engineer and the com- 
mittee of finance and expenditures of the board and after care- 
ful study of the conditions and requirements, voted to recom- 
mend to the Selectmen that the sum of $17,945.00 be appropriat- 
ed for the use of the Fire Department for the year 1925. 

It was also voted to ask the town to approve and adopt the 
Following regulations as by-laws of the town, as acting under 
the authority granted under Chapter 48, Section 54 of the Gen- 
-eral Laws, as. follows: 

1. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersection of 
any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post hydrant 
or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire station housing 
fire apparatus. 

2. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a vehicle 
of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle as far as 
possible to his right hand side of the street and keep said vehicle 
stationary until such apparatus shall have passed a distance of 
three hundred feet beyond. 

3. .No vehicle shall-approach closer.than three hundred 
feet of a piece of fire apparatus, if traveling in the same direec- 
tion. 
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4. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park, or leave a 
vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire or fire 
lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

5. In ease of fire, the fire department, their officers and 
members with their machines and equipment shall have the right 
of way in all public streets and ways of the town as against all 
other persons and no person shall hinder or obstruct them in 
free passage therein nor drive over any hose lines belonging to 
the department, with any automobile or other vehicle, or remove, 
injure or in any manner disturb the members thereof, their ma- 
chines, hose or equipment when stationed or located at a fire 
except under the direction of the officer in command of the fire 
department. 

6. It shall be the duty of the chief of police to be present 
at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers of the police 
department for such duty and enforce the above regulations. 

7. Any person violating any provision of these regulations 
or by-laws shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
TO DECEMBER 31, 1924 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


At the annual town meeting in 1924 the following votes were 
passed relative to the purchase of land and the erection of a 


Junior High School Building. 


Under Article 63 of the warrant it was 

VOTED, that the Selectmen be and hereby are authorized to 
purchase or take for school purposes a certain parcel of land 
in the rear of the homestead of the late Henry Clay Lewis 
and adjoining the present Lawrence High School lot, estim- 
ated to contain about three acres, and the sum of $1500 to 
be raised and appropriated for this purpose. The vote was 
declared unanimous. 
Under Article 64 it was 

VOTED, that the sum of $135,000 be raised and appropriated for 
the purpose of constructing and equipping a Junior High 
School building in the village of Falmouth; of which amount 
$10,000 is to be raised and appropriated this year and the 
balance to be raised by serial notes or bonds of the town 
issued in legal form therefor, said bonds to be countersigned 
by the school committee and to be payable $6,500 annually 
beginning one year from the date of their issue for the first 
ten years, and $6000 annually thereafter for the following 
ten years, the rate of interest to be left to the determination 
of the town treasurer. Aff. 231; Neg. 104. 

VOTED, that a Building Committee consisting of the Special 
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Committee, and the School Committee be chosen to carry the 
above vote into effect, consisting of the following: Henry 
Herbert Smythe, Chairman, Albert S. Bowerman, George C. 
Look, Ellen M. Jones, T. L. Swift, Rawson C. Jenkins, Henry 
G. Haddon, James Nicol, Karl A. Bohaker, Virtue B. Gif- 
ford, Asa L. Pattee. 
VOTED, that the exact location of the Junior High School build- 
ing- be left in the hands of the Building Committee acting 
in consultation with the Planning Board. 


Acting under the above vote the Board of Selectmen made a 
taking of the lot of land described. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Building Committee consisting of the Special Committee 
and the School Committee met in the town hall, February 18, 
1924, and organized by the election of Henry Herbert Smythe, 
Chairman, and Paul Dillingham, Secretary. At this meeting the 
following action was taken: 

VOTED, that the Chairman be instructed to arrange a joint meet- 
ing of the Building Committee and the Planning Board to 
decide upon the location of the building. 

VOTED, that matters relating to the issuing of bonds as author- 
ized by the town, be delegated to the chairman of the School 
Committee with full powers. 

Under these votes a joint meeting of the Building Committee 
and the Planning Board was held March™15 at which time on 
motion of Mr. James Nicol the architect was authorized and di- 
rected to place the building on the Lewis property. 

Under the second of these votes, proposals for bids for an 
issue of serial bonds to the aggregate amount of $125,000, in 
the form and amounts authorized by the vote of the town, were 
duly advertised in the Falmouth Enterprise and Falmouth Jour- 
nal, and the same were purchased at public sale by Brown Bros. 
& Co., of Boston at par and a premium of $1,538.75 and interest, 
$221.35, making a total of $1,760.10. These bonds bear interest 


at 41-2 percent. 
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‘| The proceeds were placed’ on deposit in the Falmouth Na- 
tional Bank under an agreement by which the Falmouth Nation- 
al Bank pays interest at 4 percent on unexpended balances. This 
interest on unexpended balances at the close of business Dee. 
31, 1924, amounted to $2,472.78.

WORK BEGUN 


The work of excavation began the morning of June 2, 1924 
at eight o’clock by the turning of the first sod by Miss Celia 
Rogers, a relative of the late Henry Clay Lewis. A storm of 
unusual violence causing considerable loss which was borne 
by the General Contractor, Mr. Norton, and the necessity of 
obtaining heat for the proper protection of the work caused some 
delay, but with these exceptions, work on the building has gone 
steadily forward.

It so happens that the statutes provide that this premium, 
$1,538.75 and accrued interest $221.35, amounting in all to 
$1,760.10 shall apply only to the first payment on account of the 
loan. There still remains unappropriated in the hands of the 
town treasurer,—the interest on unexpended balances in the 
Falmouth National Bank to December 31, 1924—$2,472.73. As 
the town at the next town meeting will-be called upon to ap- 
propriate only the sum of $4,739 90 to pay its note for $6,500, 
falling due this year (the sum of $4,739.90 being the principal of’ 
the note—$6,500—less the credits for premium and interest— 
$1,760.10)—it seems quite proper that the town should appro- 
priate for the ‘committee’s ‘use ‘the equivalent of this sum, 
$1,760.10; plus the interest on unexpended balances in Falmouth 
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National Bank, $2,472.73, and.also any additional interest: which 
the town may receive as interest on unexpended balances in 
bank to the completion of the building. 

Should the town think well of this there would be available 
to the committee for equipment on the completion of the build- 
ing a sum estimated at $8,088.13 as compared with the estimate 
of $10,000.00 provided in the original vote of the town in 1924, 
from which is to be deducted, items as noted above. 

The committee also wish to call the attention of the town 
to the fact that this balance (actual $7,588.13 and estimated 
$500.00) equaling $8,088.13, represents a balance remaining after 
still further expenditures (actual and made under contract) of 
$2,814.00, itemized on previous page, for water, electric light, 
and power, and gas connections with the town’s systems not 
estimated in the original proposition. 


It is well understood that in an undertaking of this size, 
expenditures of this nature are ‘inseparable. Though they may 
be and were to a limited extent foreseen, they have been of such 
a nature and were so contingent upon the action of the town 
in 1924 that the Special Committee was in no position to present 
estimates, or felt justified in including any definite sum in its 
propositions to the town at that time. 


EQUIPMENT 


The appropriation by the town provided for equipment of 
the building at an estimated cost of $10,000. The committee has 
had this estimate carefully revised by the Superintendent of 
Schools with the view of installing only necessary ‘equipment, 
but that of the most durable and efficient type. This report by 
the superintendent to the committee is appended to this report 
and receives the committee’s approval. 

The committee cannot conclude this report without express- 


'. ing its:appreciation of the valuable and efficient service of the 
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Superintendent of Schools, who has throughout acted as its 
secretary. He has been untiring in his efforts to further thé 
work of the committee which here desires to make public recog- 
nition of this service.

BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision ; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 


authorized by vote of the town. 
See: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 


same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
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or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. The fee 
fixed for such license must not exceed that which a license would 
be required to pay under Section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., 
as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts of 1916. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. ‘Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name sia residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, acting, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall ery his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) | 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
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by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
er unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

Accepted by the Town. February 16,1917. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO TRAFFIC. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town shall travel taster than 15 mile: per 
hour. 


Section 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 
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Voted,-that the: Town approve of ‘and hereby request ‘the’ 
Selectmen to make the preceding rules and orders for the regu- 
lations of carriages and vehicles in accordance with Section 22 
of the General Laws. 


Approved February 1922. 


STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


ARTICLE 1 

Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn-— 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journd meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 

Sect. 2 Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap, 11, Sects. 332 
and 333. 

Sect. 4 Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5 Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
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tain the reports of all‘town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
fished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 11.—Selectmen. 

Sect. 1. Voted that— The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some per- 
son as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chapter 35, 
See. 11.) 

Sec. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Seet. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
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furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total eantract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of the department, board or committee, and if such re- 
commendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may take such 
action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of 
the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 
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ARTICLE IJI.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due 
and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 15.) 

Sect. 8. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 

Sect. 4 The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent, per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 8 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
ceipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and vouchers, can- 
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celled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sect. 72. 


ARTICLE 5.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1 Voted that—Anditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, See. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1 Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly, or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
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for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orderg on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 80th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which ease the 
‘payments shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 


shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect .1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
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work on the roads or for any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal, 


See. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION V. GENERAL RULES. 


Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE

THE HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 

Superintendent of Schools, 

Falmouth, Massachusetts. 

Dear Sir: . 

My fourth annual report of the work of The Lawrence 
High School and of the Junior High School is herewith submit- 
ted. 

On Friday evening, February 29, 1924, the senior class pre- 
sented the four-act play, ‘‘Golden Days.’’ The main purpose of 
the play was not to raise money, but the proceeds, which were 
well over $400, helped swell the fund which the seniors raised 
to defray their expenses to Washington. The trip to Washing- 
ton was made during the spring vacation under the chaperonage 
of Dr. and Mrs. L. ©. Weeks, and the trip was well worth while 


for the class. 

The annual concert was given May 24, 1924. The work of the 
orchestra at all public events throughout the year deserves spe- 
cial mention. 

On the evening of June 10, the graduation exercises of the 
Class of 1924 were held in the Elizabeth Theatre. A new feature 
of the programme was the presentation of prizes to several mem- 
bers of the class. 

The Henry Herbert Smythe prize of fifty dollars, given 
to the pupil of the senior high school who had made the 
greatest improvement in application and scholarship during 
the school year, was awarded by unanimous vote of the fac- 
ulty, to Edna Haliburton. 

The Executive Committee of the Outlook Club awarded 
the Club Scholarship to Ernest Munson. 

The trustees of the Faunce Estate, in Sandwich, award- 
ed one of the Robert H. Faunce, M. D., Scholarships to 
John Reynolds. 

The first scholarship ever granted by the L. H. S. Schol- 
arship Association was awarded for highest excellence in 
scholarship and character to Cecilia Bowerman. 

The Class of 1924 comprised eight boys and seventeen girls, 
twenty-five in all. Of this class, seven are working or are spend- 
ing the year at home, three are doing graduate work in this 
school, one is in Wentworth Institute, one is in Phillips Exeter, 
two are in the Boston School of Physical Education, three have 
enrolled in training schools for nurses, and eight are in colleges. 
Thus, eighteen, or 72% of the members, are continuing their 
education. This is an excellent record. 

Thirty-two pupils graduated from the Junior High School, 
June 13. Of the fourteen boys and eighteen girls who received 
their diplomas, thirty-one are this year enrolled in the Lawrence 
High School. One girl graduate moved out of town. This shows 
a holding power of 97%, which is unusual. 

Our enrollment this year has reached 258. We have 183 in 
this building, which can accommodate properly about half that 
number, The following table shows the distribution by classes. 
It also shows the rather phenomenal fact that in all except two 
classes the boys outnumber the girls.

These figures fairly illustrate our usual enrollment. The 
mortality is high, but it compares very favorably with that of 
most other school systems. Every community is facing the prob- 
lem of retaining in school the pupils who have reached the ages 
of 14 and 16. The kind of work that is going to accomplish this 
result is the work in agriculture, manual training, and domestic 
arts. We need more of this kind of work. 

Few pupils are able to maintain through junior and senior 
high schools the high marks they received in the sixth grade. 
This is natural because the type of work changes. Memory work 
becomes increasingly subordinated to reasoning. The ultimate 
aim of the educational scheme is to teach the pupil to think in- 
telligently, and thinking is not easy. The work becomes.more 
and more exacting. Marks, inevitably, drop more or less. Mahy_ 
pupils find the work incompatible and drop out. Many of the 
pupils who.drop out are very skillful: in certain. trades. and -be- 
come very successful in their chosen vocations. It is for the 
school to discover these latent tendencies and to provide the 
proper training. 

The duty of both senior and junior high schools is to develop 
intelligent, responsible citizenship, and this can be taught direct- 
ly through student participation in such school activities as lend 
themselves reasonably well to supervised student direction. The 
student council is doing much to strengthen the right sort of 
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school spirit. A traffic squad of pupils has been organized. Its 
duty is to direct and to supervise traffic around the building. 
There is so much congestion in the corridors that traffic direction 
is a real problem, but the traffic officers handle the lines efficient- 
ly. The Lawrencian is a student publication of the senior high 
school, and this year The Broadcaster is published by the mem- 
bers of the junior high school. This work furnishes good train- 
ing for the staffs and for the contributors. An athletic associa- 
tion was formed recently. The officers of this association and 
of the various classes get good training through their work. 

Our study program is so planned that there is a continuous 
course in citizenship up through both schools. The various class- 
es in citizenship and civics are studying town government and 
the various community activities. As a part of this work, on 
the day before the recent national election, the pupils in this 
building had an opportunity to cast their ballots for the various 
candidates under conditions very similar to those at the official 
election in the town hall. 

In order to teach the idea of thrift, a representative of the 
Falmouth National Bank visits the school every Wednesday to 
receive the deposits from the pupils. Since the plan was made 
effective, we have averaged about $64 a week. The aim is not 
large deposits so much as to make thrift a habit with all pupils. 

Reports of the marks of all pupils are sent home to parents 
monthly. It would help the teachers a great deal to have all 
parents read these reports carefully. We are trying to reduce 
failures, but we can not do this without co-operation from the 
parents. 

The completion of the new Junior High School building 
will mark the beginning of a new era in the educational history 
of Falmouth. It is impossible here to enumerate the advantages 
and possibilities the new building will offer. Rather than spend- 
ing the time with predictions, it will be better to wait another 
year and tell what has been done. 

Much remains to be done, and much ean be accomplished 
with a faculty that is capable, efficient, and willing to co-operate 
for the best interests of the school. I can speak very highly of 
the professional attitude of our teachers. Not only are they do- 
ing intelligent teaching, but they are striving constantly to im- 
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prove their work. They are voluntarily meeting twice a month 
to discuss educational topics, and this work must result in better 
teaching.

REPORT OF DOMESTIC ARTS DEPARTMENT 
Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
' Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 

I take pleasure in submitting herewith my report of the 
Domestic Arts Department. 

The work begins in the first year of the Junior High with 
Sewing. As soon as the pupils have a working knowledge of 
the fundamental stitches they make sewing aprons; then, in 
preparation for Christmas, luncheon sets, hand drawn handker- 
ehiefs and some fancy bags or ribbon novelties. Since the girls 
purchase their own materials they are able to compare the cost 
of the article they have made with similar ones seen in the stores, 
and in this way appreciate for one thing, the money saved by 
making their own gifts. When the article is being made for a 
friend or relative their interest is especially keen. 

With beginners of this age it seems to me to be very im- 
portant that the work shall be carefully and accurately done. 
Habits are formed easily and if a girl at the start, sews hurriedly 
and carelessly, she invariably does inferior work as she advances. 
With this in mind, my aim has been not to think of how much 
the pupil is doing or how fast she sews, but rather how carefully 
and well, the articles are made. I have tried to instill in their 
minds a desire to do their best and an appreciation of sewing 
that is perfectly done. 

In the Spring, the problem is to make the cooking uniform 
for the follcwing year, and when that is complete, » simple dress. 

A course in Cooking‘is ‘given'to the 2nd year Junior High 
girls. These beginners must acquire a thorough understanding 
of the principles that underlie all culinary work. In doing this 
they plan, Lrepare and serve, properly balanced meals. It must 
be kept in mind that the object of these lessons is not merely to 
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prepare a certain amount of food to eat or sell, but also to devel- 
op the powers of the children, the mental with the manual, and 
not the ong to the exclusion of the other; to teach them to work 
understandingly so that by being trained in youth to do well and 
intelligently the common daily duties of the home, they may be 
better fitted for the arduous duties of mature life and become 
better and more useful women. Once the elementary principles 
have been mastered and the pupils have acquired a degree of 
skill, then they will be able to take any reliable cooking formula 
and work it out unaided. 

The advanced work covers a number of definite subjects. The 
third and fourth year pupils who choose the course meet to- 
gether for a laboratory period every day. Two days each week 
the work is devoted to cooking, two days to sewing and the other 
day a course in Household Management is given. This covers 
a study of intelligent buying of the furnishings of a home, bear- 
ing in mind the cost, wearing qualities, style, ete. The different 
rooms of a house are furnished in detail, the color scheme planned 
and the total cost figured accurately. The girls have shown a 
great deal of enthusiasm, ability and originality in these plans, 
going to great trouble to get prices from some of the large fur- 
niture stores, in order to have what they wanted for their house. 
They study advertisements and learn to distinguish ‘‘bargains’’ 
from careful wise purchases. Three definite home problems must 
be completed for this course. The first, a cookery problem is to 
consist of doing all the planning, preparing, serving, and clean- 
ing up of the meals for one day, afterwards preparing a written 
report of the work. The pupils are allowed to chose their own 
“problems for the other two classes. Some are redecorating a bed- 
room, making curtains, making overdraperies, covering chairs, 
lamp shades or utility boxes, while others are painting over old 
tables, chairs, beds or bureaus. The cooperation of the parents 
is quite necessary in a course of this kind for only with the pa- 
rents’ consent, and occasionally some encouragement, is a girl 
able to prove the value of the things she has learned, by doing 
something of this kind at home. 

The fifth and sixth year girls are offered this same course, 
the cooking and sewing being more advanced work. These four 
groups meet together for one period every day and havea recita- 
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tion on work prepared outside of class. This work covers a 
detailed study of textiles, foods, the principles of interior dee- 
oration and costume design as definitely related to the work done 
in the laboratory period. These advanced classes seem to be 
very much interested in the work and are able to progress more 
rapidly now that we have new text books. The reference books 
that we have this year have proved especially helpful and have 
been instrumental in arousing the interest of the pupils. Some 
of the girls are already planning to continue with this line of 
study upon graduating from High School. 

The lunch room which is directly under the management of 
this department, has been very satisfactory. A variety of whole- 
some food is offered for sale at a very low price. For the four 
months of the year all expenses except the labor charges have 
been paid, and a large supply of stock is on hand. With the be- 
ginning of the new year I feel confident that the lunch room will 
be able to pay that one expense and thus be entirely self sup- 
porting. 

The serving of excellent milk in one half pint bottles with 
straws, a most satisfactory and sanitary way, has increased our 
sale of milk at the lunch counter from one to six quarts a day. 

If through the lunchroom we can train children to eat the 
proper food, we will directly improve the health of the children 
and this is, I feel sure, one of the most important phases of mod- 
ern school life.

REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT 

Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools,. 

Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: , 

I herewith submit my report of the Manual Training De- 
partment of the Lawrence High School. 

It seems quite apparent that the members, during the past 
school year, made several articles which were taken home. Some 
book-cases were made for the school and a considerable amount 
of repair work was done.

With the beginning,of the current school year, an-ordér: was 
placed for some new tools, These have been received and put 
into use. Each bench is now equipped with a limited number of 
tools ineluding a block plane, smooth plane, bench saw, mallet, 
bench brush, square, chisel, knife, and spoke shave. The other 
tools are kept in the tool room and are taken out only when they. 
are needed. The tools, with few exceptions, have been sharpened 
and an attempt is being made to keep them in working condi- 
tion. Members of the classes have made tool racks which have 
been placed in the tool room. These are made use of so that we 
know where to look for any desired tool. 

Under the present arrangement, the first session periods are 
given to Manual Training work. The first two periods each day, 
with the exception of Monday, are taken by divisions from the 
first and second Junior High School classes. Each boy gets but 
one double period a week so the accomplishment is not very 
great. The members of these groups have been working on desk 
book-racks. This work has given them an opportunity to use 
tools as they should be used without wasting large amounts of 
lumber. To be sure, they have had their troubles in squaring 
their lumber but accuracy rather than speed has been stressed 
and they have improved. 

The last two periods each day are given to a variable group 
of more advanced boys. These boys have sharpened tools, made 
tool racks, repaired benches, chairs, and desks, installed ink- 
wells, put up basket ball posts and marked the court, put up the 
_football goal posts, and done innumerable other small jobs. 

In addition to the above work four of the boys have made 
new book-cases and three old book-cases were made over. Some of 
these boys are now working on tabourets, fork and knife boxes, 
and book-cases. They are not yet expert in this type of work 
but their accomplishments have been varied in their nature. 
Through their work a good sized repair bill has been saved as 
well as a second bill for making improvements. It is difficult to 
estimate the value of such work in dollars and cents and I am 
sure none of us appreciates the saving which is made.

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REPORT OF’ THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 


Mr. Paul Dillingham,

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my report as Director of Athletics. 

My work as Director of Athletics may be divided this year 
into three parts, viz—(1) directing physical training and athlet- 
ies for boys in the Junior and Senior High Schools; (2) forming 
a Boy Scout Troop in Falmouth Village and acting as its Scout- 
master; (3) organizing a Young Men’s Athletic Club and serving 
as its Director. 

Physical training and athletics should be used as a means 
of making the youths of today better citizens of tomorrow.. With 
this thought uppermost in mind, a physical training teacher 
should endeavor to teach respect for superiors, consideration of 
the rights of all persons, self-control, self-reliance and initiative. 
If the pupils have not learned these attributes, together, of 
course, with the regular technique of physical training and ath- 
letics, then the physical training teacher has failed in the very 
responsible duty granted him of making his students better fitted 
for the game of life when they leave school. 

The regular school physical training period is divided into 
three parts, viz—(1) company drill; (2) calisthenics; (3) sports. 

Company drill, especially when there are changes in student 
leadership from time to time, is of prime importance in teaching 
boys the characteristics I have already mentioned. 

No course in physical training would be satisfactory without 
some time allotted to calisthenics which tend to develop boys 
physically in a general way. 

The third part of the period, devoted to sports, allows all 
pupils to compete and progress in their favorite sports. Thus 
the ‘‘goose-step”’ of physical training is broken. 

The major sports of the schools are football, basketball and 
baseball. 

The football team of this year was not successful in ref- 
erence to victories, winning only two of seven games, but it was 
suecessful in regard to the clean, hard playing and stamina dis- 
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played by the individuals on the team. The team was handi- 
capped, moreover, by the fact that it was practically a ‘“‘new”’ 
team. With the experience of the new players of this year, next 
year’s team ought to be more successful. 

A new basketball league, of which Lawrence High School is 
a member, has been formed among the high schools of the Cape 
this year. Falmouth, especially when the new gymnasium is com- 
pleted, ought to be one of the leaders in this fast-growing pop- 
ular winter sport. 

The baseball prospects are hard to judge at present, but the 
followers of the school teams may rest assured that the school 
to win the pennant must beat Falmouth. 

My idea in directing athletics in the Falmouth schools is to 
see that all the boys are competing in one or more major sports 
all the time. I do not believe in concentrated athletics for just a 
few members of each particular team. My slogan for the boys of 
Falmouth is ‘‘ Athletics for All!’’ Only by following this course 
will Falmouth have strong athletic teams in the future and at the 
same time vigorous citizens! 

The Boy Scout movement needs no introduction to the cit- 
izens of Falmouth, Every worth-while town or city in the coun- 
try should have, at least, one troop within its borders. Otherwise 
it is not fulfilling its duty in properly equipping its boys for the 
later struggle of life. 

When I came to Falmouth this Fall, there were troops at 
North Falmouth, Woods Hole, and East Falmouth, but not one in 
Falmouth Village. I realized at once that it was a part of my 
- “work to form a troop in the Village, or rather revive the previous 
one. Today there is a flourishing troop of sixteen scouts. Meet- 
ings are held Mondays in the Town Hall, and later will be held 
in the new gymnasium. 

Boys of scout age are in the most formative period of their 
lives. They should begin to learn the real truths of life at this 
time, and there is no better method of teaching them these and 
all other good character-forming habits than through scout 
work. 

It is the desire of every father and mother that their boys 
grow into upright men. This desire can be aided in its fulfill- 
ment, by the parents in Falmouth telling their sons about the 
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Boy Scouts, who try to live by their scout oath which is—‘On 
-my honor, I will do-my best (1) to do my duty to God and my 
- country, and to obey the scout law; (2) to help other people at 
_ all times; (3) to keep myself physically. strong, mentally awake, 
-and aie straight.’’ : 

The third part of my work, as Director of Athletics i is in con- 
nection with the young men of the town between the ages of six- 
teen and thirty-five. sia 

Every normal young man has a certain amount of energy to 
expend. If this energy is, not expended in the proper channel 
the young man and community in general, will suffer. Hence, 
after talking with several young men in the town, I decided that 
the proper channel needed in Falmouth was a ee Men’s Ath- 
letic Club, where the fellows could go at least three evenings in 
the week for clean, healthful athletics. 

The Falmouth Athletie Association, which has been in ex- 
istence for two months, is the outgrowth of all this. There are 
at present twenty-eight members. Meetings are held Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays, and Thursdays in the Town Hall. 

The purpose of the Association is ‘‘the promotion of clean 
athletics for the young men of Falmouth.”’ 

Baskatball is the chief sport this winter, but when the meet- 
ings are held in the gymnasium all other indoor winter sports 
will be fostered. Besides the playing of the members among 
themselves, games are held every week with visiting teams. I 
would like to state here that, by the showing to date of the play- 
ers on the regular F. A. A. team, Falmouth people may look 
forward to some exciting games of basketball in the future. a 
live basketball club is as necessary to a progressive town in the ~ 
winter as a live baseball team is in the summer. 

Plans are already being made for a F. A. A. baseball team 
in the spring and summer. Why should Falmouth not have a 
town team of its own—as most of the other towns on the Cape 
have—as well as a summer team at the Heights? The material is 
here and I plan to develop it. 

Athletic competition is not an end in itself. As I have pre- 
viously stated, it is a means to an end. The real end is the de- 
veloping of better future citizens. This can be accomplished only 
by constant urging on our part of the boys and young men of 
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Falmouth always to play hard in their endeavor to win contests, 
but at the same time to remember to play fairly andycleanly. It 
is the duty of every citizen of Falmouth, as well as that of the 
Director of Athletics, to instill this idea constantly into the minds 
of those who represent Falmouth on the athletic fields. It is ‘also 
our duty to be fair in every possible way to members of visiting 
teams and their followers. 

The people of Falmouth, likewise, can aid in the developing 
of their future citizens by being willing to provide proper athletic 
equipment whenever necessary, and by making special efforts 
to attend all contests whenever possible. 

With the completion of the new gymnasium I see no reason 
why, with co-operation on the part of all, Falmouth should fail 
to take the lead in physical training and athletics among the 
towns of tne Cape. 

I wish to thank all those with whom I have come into con- 
tact so far in my work for their ready assistance and co-operation.

The fifth annual report of the Agricultural Department of 
the Lawrence High School will of necessity be somewhat brief 
and incomplete. However, it is hoped that some of the accom- 
plishments may seem worth while to all who are, or should be, 
interested in the schools of Falmouth. 

It seems that the opening of the school year of 1923-24 
brought an enrollment of nine members into the Agricultural 
Department. Of this number, two withdrew before the end of 
the calendar year and a third member withdrew in the month of 
May. Consequently this left but six members who actually car- 
ried their work through to the end of the project year. Of these 
six boys, three graduated in June and a fourth one was a special 
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student who had been enrolled in agricultural work for four 
years. This left but two members as’ a’ nucleus for the’: eurrent 
school year. 

At the opening of school these two boys returned and eight. 
new members enrolled for agricultural work. One of these boys 
attended school only two days but the other seven are still at- 
tending classes regularly. This leaves the Agricultural Depart- 
ment with a total present membership of nine. This consideration 
of the membership tends to show that the present group is of a 
permanent type. 

During the early part of the year, a short course was given 
in automobile repair work at the Falmouth Heights Garage under 
the direction this department and with the assistance of Mr. 
‘Turner. This course proved very popular and of decided value 
to the Agricultural students and the others who were given the 
epportunity to enroll. 

The regular work for the agricultural students during the 
past year was a study of dairying and gardening. However, 
four of the boys carried on poultry projects, three of the number 
had garden projects and four of the boys carried on other super-. 
vised agricultural work during the summer months. Three of 
these boys were employed at the Coonamessett Ranch. This 
shows that the majority of the boys had more than one job to 
require their time. 

Due to a break in the supervision during the summer months, 
the boys neglected their accounts and it is impossible to give 
any accurate figures on production. Possibly, the quality of the 
gardens can be presented in no better way than to state that the. 
first and second prizes for gardens in Barnstable County were 
awarded to John Tobey and George Reynolds, respectively. 

The prize list at hand is not complete but some of the prizes 
won were as follows: 

John Reynolds: Member of Poultry Judging Team at 
the Boston Poultry Show winning fourth place. Third place 
as individual judge of poultry at Massachusetts Agricultural 
College on high school day. 

John Tobey: First prize on garden, $7.00. Prizes on 
vegetables at the Barnstable County Fair aggregating $1.50. 

George Reynolds: Second prize on garden, $5.00. Prizes 
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on vegetables at the Bariistable County Fair aggregating 

$5.50. Named as best garden club member in en 

County. 

Also won small amount in prizes on vegetables sent ® 
the Brockton Fair. 

Abner Briggs was given a free trip to the Eastern States 
Exposition at Springfield, Massachusetts, as a representative of 
the poultry project members. 

This school year, all members of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment meet for the last three consecutive periods of the school ses- 
sion. Poultry claims predominance as project work and the sur- 
vey work is a general consideration of the fundamentals of agri- 
cultural work. Of the nine boys in the class three have their own 
projects, one works for the poultry department at the Coonames- 
sett Ranch, and the other five are taking care of home flocks. 

Since September three poultry houses have been made over 
by the members of the class and it seems probable that others 
may be improved soon. Several field trips have been taken, par- 
ticularly to the homes of members where their own poultry pos- 
sibilities have been considered. We are not studying extensively 
from books but are taking up actual poultry problems for dis- 
cussion. 

In the survey course we have spent considerable time in 
studying existing agricultural conditions in Falmouth. Soil ex- 
amples have been taken from different places in the town and 
crops for which the soils seem adapted have been considered. 

Bulletins of the different experiment stations and the U, 8. 
Department of Agriculture have been used freely and time is giv- 
en each week for the reading of current agricultural news as 
found in the agricultural papers. The boys make oral- reports 
on the articles read and then discuss them, Among the :period- 
‘ieals which are used are: ‘‘The Breeders’ Gazette”’ ; ‘‘Hoard’s 
Dairyman’’, ‘‘The New England Homestead’’, ‘‘The Rur al New 
Yorker’’, ‘The Reliable Poultry Journal’’, “The American Fruit 
@rawer”?, “Gleamings in Bee Culture”’, and ‘Farm Mechanies”’. 

“In addition to ‘the studying of current topics as found: in 
these periodicals, the members ‘have been shown ‘ten ‘sets of: ster- 
eopticon slides. These sets, averaging fifty slides, are*putéut by 
‘the Uhited States Department i iar cil are: sions 
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itative and enlightening. They furnish a.valuable medium of 
teaching by seeing. 

Members of the class have also been taken to poultry meet- 
ings and have given their reports of the meetings before the class. 
With the exception of one member who was absent the class spent 
a busy but valuable day at the Brockton Fair. Three of the boys 
entered in the judging contest but they had not received enough 
training to make a very creditable showing in such keen com- 
petition. 

To be sure we have scarcely scratched the surface up to the 
present time but the prospects are very encouraging. Two other 
boys have already mentioned enrolling in the Agricultural De- 
partment next year. However, the course has not yet gained the 
popularity it deserves. There is still too much of the attitude 
that a boy should be allowed to take agriculture only as a last 
resort. We are outgrowing that misapprehension, but far too 
slowly. The Lawrence High School Agricultural Department 
should be a full time department and we can all help in elevating 
it to the position it deserves.

REPORT OF PRIMARY SUPERVISOR 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. 

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit the report of my work as primary super- 
visor for the year ending 1924. 

The oral reading test that was given a year ago revealed the 
fact that the centralized graded school was superior in. its .ac- 
complishment to the ungraded schools. It was not surprising 
therefore that any one-teacher school or a school recently or- 
ganized by combining a number of one-teacher school units, 
should need regrading. 

_A year ago, a supervising principal was placed at the head 
of the East Falmouth School, and her assistance has. been very 
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valuable in helping to. grade, unify and standardize the work of 
this. school. Retardation has been due largely to the fact: that the 
entering pupils did not understand English. In order to ob- 
viate this difficulty, a class known as the sub-primary class was 
organized. 

In this class, the beginner learns to mingle with his class- 
mates, to adjust himself to school routine and to develop initia- 
tive and self-expression. The child is given a great many oppor- 
tunities for oral expression in English and gradually he is led 
from the understanding of the spoken word to the interpretation 
of its symbolic form—namely, reading. 

The benefit derived from the preparation received in this 
class is shown in a recent survey made in the first grade class in 
the East Falmouth School. The result is as follows: 


READING REPORT 


A Group 13 Pupils (10 from sub-primary) Max. Requirement, Median 80% 
B Group 9 pupils ( 4 from sub-primary) Med. Requirement, Median 80% 
C Group 16 pupils ( 3 from sub-primary) Min. Requirement, Median 80% 


This is a good record for the whole class. Most of the pupils 
in the A group came from the sub-primary class. There was not 
a failure even in the C group. The A group will doubtless doa 
great deal of supplementary reading before the end of the school 
year, while the C group may not complete more than the basic 
reader, but with good health and good attendance, 100% of the 
elass should be promoted. 

It is possible to make a comparison of the. progress in. reading 
4in-15 classes, grades 2 to 6 inclusive,

It will be noted that in this group in Sept. 1924, all classes 
are using the reader for their respective grades and that the num- 
ber of pupils failing has been reduced 33%. Furthermore, every 
elass in town is using a reader this year that is up to grade. 
Special emphasis has been placed upon intensive work in 
reading in order to bring pupils to the point where they can at- 
tack the grade work. The children have been taught how ‘to 
study reading by giving them a definite method of procedure. 
Silent reading has been emphasized in all grades. Tests have 
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been given monthly to determine each pupil’s rate and com- 
prehension. Charts are made from these tests so that each child 

ean see graphically his accomplishment as compared with the 

standard achievement for his respective grade. 

Supplementary reading lists have been distributed to all 
classes, third to sixth inclusive, for the purpose of encouraging 
and directing the children to read good literature for pleasure 
and profit. Pupils were advised of the desirability of cultivating 
the library habit. They became interested and reading became 
popular, and from last reports, I find that the demand for juve- 
nile books is greater than the supply. Fifty pupils were granted 
State Certificates for Reading. 

The ‘‘Training School’? that opened in Teaticket School 
No. 1 last September, bids fair to be a very successful and pop- 
ular school, notwithstanding the limited amount of equipment 
and supplies. The cooperation of parents, pupils and teachers 
has been most helpful. The course of study has been modified 
so as to meet the needs of the pupils. An insistance only upon 
the essentials of the academic work of the curriculum, and an 
opportunity to do a greater and more varied amount of hand 
work, has apparently solved the school problem for these boys 
and girls. Report cards that formerly announced failure and dis- 
eouragement now display success’ and inspiration. 

Under the careful guidance and indefatigable efforts of the 
capable teachers, the 30 pupils have reason to be proud of their 
accomplishments. The academic work has been'satisfactory and 
the manual work has grown by leaps and ‘bounds. The girls 
havé learried to sew and cook and the boys have beer trained in 
basketry, simple Ww oodwork, chair caning, rr, book- binding 
and cooking. 

__ For the purpose of improving the spelling in our schools, 
the “Horn-Ashbaugh system was adopted’ this September. ‘The 
pupils. and teachers have’ ‘taken hold of this new system with 
vigor. and determination. The vocabulary of ‘this book is’: based 
upon scientific research and the, method upon the test ‘and’ study 
plan. The directions given in the text are being ¢arriéd out; 
elass charts sho ‘ing. the weekly progress of each’ ‘pupil’ may’ be 
seen in every elasstoom ; and the résults wp to: ‘date iivdiéate’ pro- 
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One of the most helpful contributions to the school system, 
was made through the untiring efforts of our teachers. The 
Superintendent of Schools appointed committees to work out the 
minimum essentials of all the principal subjects in the elementary 
school curriculum. These teachers met weekly for several months 
for conference, mutual help and study. As a result of their ef- 
forts, the teachers have at hand in definite form an outline of 
the essential requirements for each grade. These essentials are 
now being tried out. Faults and omissions will be noted and 
suggestions for addition and improvements will be made.

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that .will allow for development. With proper instruction and 
material the work of the Supervisor of Music is made much more 
efficient. 

One of the greatest problems that confronts the music- 
teacher is that of forming correct vocal-habits in the children. 
While at play, children are usually noisy, no thought being given 
to the fact that their screeching or yelling is positively inju- 
rious, resulting ofttimes in permanent injury to the natural, 
beautiful, singing-voice, that all normal children possess. 

Falmouth, like other towns has a music loving public, and in 
the schools are many fine voices. The boys and girls love to sing, 
and where proper material is available, and sufficient time al- 
lowed, a very fine showing can be made. 

It is a recognized fact, that Instrumental Music is the one 
big thing that will help solve our ‘‘Americanization’’ problem. 
From the National Government down, more and more money is 
being spent on this work, and teachers everywhere are enthusi- 
astic over the results, for it not only makes better boys and.girls, 
and that is the purpose of Education, but makes. the-teacher’s 
work easier, and better students out of the children. Incidentally 
the entire atmosphere of the school life is raised. The present 
Supervisor of Music is very much interested in developing a good 
‘‘Instrumental Department’’ in our grade schools. 

The Hon. Payson Smith regards Music as second only to Eng- 
lish in the school curriculum. 

Much interest in this work is seen, and a ‘‘Fife and Drum 
Corps’’ has been organized, meeting every Saturday morning. 
The boys and girls are being taught by a competent instructor 
(Miss Ruth Wheeler) and some are about to purchase flutes, 
with the thought. of continuing private lessons. 

An orchestra has also been at work for a few weeks, con- 
sisting of violins-and piano. It is absolutely essential that this 
work commence in the grade schools, if we are to have an orches- 
tra in the High School that will contain a full complement of in- 
struments. At present, there are quite a few pianists and violin- 
ists in Falmouth, a beginning has been made in the flutes, but we 
need many other instruments, such as the clarinet, horns, trom- 
bones, cornets or trumpets, saxophones, violas, cello, and bass 
xiols. 
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In. the majority-of places the School, Committee is purchasing 
these instruments, and loaning them to worthy pupils at a nomi- 
nal rental, and under; bond, and in most cases these instruments 
are later purchased by the parents, for the children. 

A well organized Instrumental Department is an asset to 
any community, and the Supervisor of Music is intensely in- 
terested in this work. 

Credits are being allowed for supervised music work in the 
Lawrence High School, and this is right, but in the opinion of 
the Supervisor of Music, this scheme should be broadened so as 
to inelude the Junior High School, for the boy or girl who is 
doing music work without credit, is working under a handicap. 

The Supervisor of Music hopes that it will be possible to give 
one or more concerts by the grade pupils during the year. 

There is abundant material in the High School to form a 
‘Glee Club. 

Musie Appreciation talks and ‘‘tests’’ with suitable prizes 
are very popular in many, many places. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. A Supervisor of Music employed on full time. 

2. Suitable material for all of the grade schools. 

3. A program for the Supervisor of Music that will allow 
sufficient time for all of the departments favored by the School 
Committee. 

4. A fund for the purchase of orchestral instruments. 

5. A piano (Meissner preferred) for .the East Falmouth 
school. 

6. Further credits for music work.

REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 

' Superintendent .of Schools, 

yDear Sir, ay 
This the third year in which I am giving the art instruction 
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at. Falmouth is, I-believe, going to be a year in which I shall be 
indeed proud of my pupils. Most of the pupils are now skilled 
in the handling of their tools, they have therefore very few ob- 
stacles between their own mental image and that expressed on 
paper. They know that their pencils must be handled lightly 
and that water colors must be used in light washes before the 
darks are put on. I was happy to prove to myself last year that 
everything is possible for very little people. Before the year was 
over, I had even the second grade paint smooth water color 
washes of primary and secondary colors. I have, however, this 
autumn abandoned the idea of continuing this, as taking care of 
the materials is too great a task for second graders. 

We continue this year to lay special emphasis on the holi- 
days—in all grades. I try always to have in all pupils’ minds 
the consciousness of design. In the lower grades I try for the 
feeling of design, whereas with the older people I try for the 
understanding of design. Design—that is the orderly, harmon- 
ious, decorative arrangement of the visual world—is dominating 
the art world of today and should therefore be understood by the 
future men and women. 

Fully as important, however, is representative art and I 
therefore try. to give as much attention to the one as to the other. 
I continue my method of making an emotional appeal specially 
to the younger children. From the fourth grade on I encourage 
original creative work, that is, though I bring my model, I tell 
them not to copy my model, but to let it inspire them to have their 
own ideas. +My demand for original work where it is possible 
grows Bic: as the children grow older. 

In the second year Junior High I did indeed recently oak for 
an exact copy of an oil painting by a prominent artist. This they 
did, after they‘had completed their own original magazine covers. 
Thereupon I took a-vote from the entire class, asking them which 
kind of work they preferred. And I believe the unanimous vote 
was in favor of their own creative original-werk. This seems to 
me a significant fact. People, and especially young people prefer 
to think, act, create independently, if only they. are properly en- 
couraged. It is indeed important.in, my ewn. field. of. knowledge 
and perhaps for other teachers in reference to other subjects. Of 
‘course with grade FE it-is, difficult.ta give freedom;-children, must 
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be taught to walk and led gently before they run round freely. 
But even with these I had them choose backgrounds for their cut 
doilies the other day! They chose between red, blue, yellow, 
green. Out of a class of sixty, approximately thirty chose red, 
thirty blue—with the exception of one who chose yellow; green 
was not chosen. This choice was more important to me than to 
them; it proved to me that even at the tenderest age there was 
a marked aesthetic demand for certain colors. 

In the special school I had some interesting results with the 
girls in dress design. The boys I am starting to meet in groups, 
except on special occasions. Some of the older boys have done 
good work in lettering. 

I hope again to use the modelling clay in the early spring 
just before the flowers show their colors. The clay is each time 
a revelation to me, for even those who cannot draw at all, can 
think well and clearly in terms of three dimensions. 

With the fifth grade I try to begin the understanding of per- 
spective. This is the most difficult subject for all pupils. They 
keep confusing a plan view with an elevation or perspective 
drawing. But here, too, they are gradually learning. 

In the first year Junior High I have been giving the pupils 
a very systematic drill in anatomy—both letting them actually 
study figures in action and giving the theoretical knowledge of 
the face and figure. 

In the third year Junior High I have begun giving art ap- 
preciation—a thorough explanation with illustrations of all terms 
and aspects of art. This is to be followed by a general study of 
the history of the art of all peoples. 

With the advanced high school pupils I have this fall made 
posters and designs of repetition and balance. I shall, as I did 
with them last year, do exact copies of works of art, original 
portraits and original paintings. 

I feel greatly encouraged and satisfied by the results of the 


year.

REPORT OF PENMANSHIP SUPERVISOR: 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools, 

Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 

In accordance with your request I herewith submit my first’ 
report as supervisor of penmanship. 

For convenience I have divided the body of my report into 
two parts. First, the aims and objectives of the course, second, 
the accomplishments to date. 


AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


First: To teach pupils, 

1. To write with ease. 

2. To write legibly. 

3. To prepare a neatly and correctly arranged page of 
written work. 

4. To write with sufficient speed to meet the everyday 
demands of life in school and out. 

Second: To establish common aims, understandings and 
methods of instruction to the end that the classroom work may 
be strengthened and improved. 

Third: To provide in every way possible for the closer ap- 
plication of the good penmanship habits learned during the writ- 
ing lesson to all the written work done by the pupil. 

Fourth: To establish a uniform style of letter forms to be 
used throughout all the classrooms. 

Fifth: To put into use some current’ tests and scales that 
the teachers may be able to discover the weaknesses of their 
classes and establish standards toward which to work. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

First: By simple, careful drill twenty minutes each day in 
Grades I-VI inclusive, the attempt is being made to establish 
permanent habits of a healthful, natural position of the body and 
correct penholding, for these habits are essential to ease and 
speed in writing. 

Once a week in these grades, carefully planned development 
lessons are given, to be reviewed, applied and enlarged upon by 
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the room teacher during the coming week. These lessons include 
a small amount of movement drill, a more or less detailed analysis 
of the letter in question and an application of the letter into 
words and sentences. A constant review of all the letters previ- 
ously taught is maintained with the end in view of bringing all 
the letters a little nearer to the correct form. In these lessons 
the aim is to teach good letter formation, correct spacing and 
uniform size and slant, for from the accomplishment of these 
come legibility. 

- Second: As early as was possible in the fall a general meet- 
ing of the elementary principals and teachers was held for a 
discussion of the needs and to fix upon some common aim. A 
list of general suggestions on equipment, methods, correlation 
and a penmanship bibliography was given out. 

Believing that by grouping the capitals, small letters and 
figures according to the beginning stroke and the fundamental 
movement used in making them, they could be more easily and 
more quickly taught, such a classification was made and placed 
at the disposal of the teachers. 

Third: The degree to which correlation is carried out be- 
tween the penmanship lesson and the rest of the writing done by 
the pupil depends very largely upon the ingenuity, perseverance 
and patience of the classroom teacher. Everything cannot be 
sacrificed to penmanship but it is urged that a correct and health- 
ful position be maintained during all the periods of written work, 
that the pupils be led by praise, by some mark of recognition or 
by some extra credit to produce more and more often neatly ar- 
- ranged and well written pieces of work. The teachers in so doing 
receive double benefit, for not only do they reflect eredit upon 
themselves as penmanship teachers but all the written work be- 
comes easier to correct and evaluate. 

Fourth: The large letter charts which have been furnished 
through your cooperation have proved very helpful in providing 
models for a uniform style of letter forms and are also of great 
assistance during the actual teaching periods. They have been 
placed over the blackboards in the front or at the side of every 
classroom and are always there for the pupil to see and to imitate. 

Fifth; The Ayres-Gettysburg Handwriting Seale has been 
studied by all the teachers and the tests have been given in nine 
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rooms. The results are not all available for this report. It is 
planned to finish this work in Grades III - VIII inclusive during 
January and to test again in June. 

A report of this nature would be incomplete without some 
word of thanks to you, to the elementary principals and teachers 
and to other teachers for never-failing, cheerful and kindly eco- 
operation in whatever I have tried to do.

REPORT OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION SUPERVISOR 


Mr. Paul Dillingham,

Dear Sir: 

It is with pleasure I submit my second report as Supervisor 
of Physical Education in the Falmouth Publie Schools. 

Through the year my schedule has remained the same. I visit 
each grade once every week and take up in the first three grades 
story plays, marching, rhythmic exercises, games and folk 
dancing. 

Tn the last three grades our work consists of marching and 
dancing to get rhythm and grace; formal gymnasties to acquire 
muscular coordination and mental alertness, and games to pro- 
mote skill, swiftness and good sportsmanship. 

Good posture is being stressed even more than before. About 
every month I have a posture test in the upper grades. If pos- 
ture is bad, correcting exercises are given to that pupil in school 
and also to do outside of school. In the outside work the co- 
operation of parents is needed more than ever. It is a noticeable 
fact that the pupils with slouchy bodies have a slouchy attitude 
of mind and if we succeed in correcting one fault, nine times out 
of ten we correct the other. | 

Personal hygiene is also being stressed and the necessity of 
keeping clean is being impressed on each pupil. 

The children are slowly but gradually being taught to do 
some of the teaching. This is to help the children lose self- 
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consciousness when in front of their own classmates and to give 
them more self-assurance. It will also give them self-command 
not only in class recitation but in any gathering in which they 
happen to be. 

With the girls in the Junior and Senior High School group 
games have been made the important issue this fall.. The idea of 
cooperating with others instead of individual work has been the 
aim of these games. At the same time they have been of won- 
derful value hygienically as well as physically. 

During the winter months the work was earried on in Town 
Hall and in the Spring it was again out-of-doors. 

In May the children had their exhibition on the High School 
field. 

Due to the kindness and cooperation of the Selectmen the 
girls used the Town Hall for basketball practice and the result 
justified the effort they put into their work. 

Although the actual basketball season has not yet been 
started the the girls have already begun to practise. 

For ten weeks following the Christmas vacation the Junior 
-and Senior High School girls will be given a course: in Personal 
Hygiene. 

In the Spring as soon as the weather permits the out- of-door 
work will begin again. 

It is wholly due to the wonderful cooperation [ have receiv ed 
from those with whom I came in contact that my work can be 
carried on.

REPORT OF THE TEATICKET TRAINING SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

It is gratifying to submit this report of the Girls’ Training 
Class of the Teaticket I School. 

Now, it is a requirement of ‘the State of Massachusetts that 
in every school district, there shall be a special school for chil- 
dren, if the number is more than ten, and they are mentally re- 
tarded three years or more. The purpose of such a school is to 
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educate the children along the lines most beneficial to them. 
Last year, you recognized the value of this type of school in 
the community and considered it advisable to organize one here. 
In the spring, a psychological examination was made by a 
state psychologist. As a result, a class was formed of fourteen 
pupils who were not up to grade standards. This group is called 
The Girls’ Training Class. In this class, Elementary Household 
Arts are taught and as much academic work as is practical. On 
September 8th, the class opened at Teaticket IL for its year’s 
program. There was not available equipment on the day of 
opening but by persuading the children to bring small pieces of 
cloth and allowing them to bring their dolls, they acquired a 
knowledge of many necessary materials during the first week, as 
well as some ideas in the early processes of sewing. These are 
listed below : 
1. Cutting 
a. Holding scissors 
b. Cutting cloth on straight line 
2. Needle 
a. Threading 
b. Making a knot 
3. Sewing 
a. Cutting doll dresses 
b. Basting, 14 inch stitch 
ec, Gathering or running 
The second week of school, the class became located in the 
Teaticket I School, in the same building with the Boys’ Train- 
ing Class. Here, at first the pupils learned to make dish towels 
and hot dish holders. Cleanliness and neatness were emphasized 
in the teaching, also methods of improvement and attractiveness 
in the arrangement of homes and the care of them. For instance: 
a. Proper method of cleaning the home 
b. Making of a chart of a modern home. 
Though the I. Q. (Intelligence Quotient) is as low as 46 (100 is 
normal) and as high as 79, the children comprehended quite sat- 
isfactorily. 
It was a pleasure to visit the homes of some of the pupils for 
by so doing, much enthusiasm and interest was created. Money 
was advanced by parents for the purchase of dress materials and 
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at the time of the exhibition, approximately 85% of the class 
had made dresses for themselves, totalling fourteen dresses in all. 
In this. phase of sewing, more knowledge of doll dressmaking 
was gained and the advance steps included: 

a. French seams 

b. Overeasting 

ce. Hemstitching 

d. Simple embroidering 

e. Hemming 

f. Binding 

Many fancy dish towels have been made and also several 
aprons, all from the material donated. 

The accomplishments of the class in Cookery are enumerated 
as follows: 

a. Distinetion of cooking utensils 

b. Making of cocoa 
ce. Preserving of fruits and vegetables 
d. Boiling eggs 

e. Mixing and baking of hot rolls 

f. Mixing and baking of cake 

Besides the teaching of theory in Domestie Arts, there has 
been opportunity for the application of moral values in the de- 
velopment of the individual child—the importance of fulfilling a 
promise and intention when once introduced and the exercising 
of eare in the undertaking of separate tasks without a strict ad- 
herence to the obligation of carrying them out. 

I consider that the last three months spent in the introduc- 
tion of such a course for pupils of the particular type mentioned 
constitutes a firm foundation for the continuance of the work 
and the broadening of it to whatever extent is possible. No ef- 
fort will be spared in the planning and every idea will be pro- 
moted to make the work a success.

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TEATICKET TRAINING SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

It is with pleasure I submit to you my first report of the 
work accomplished in the Boys’ Training Class. 

The class has four goups. The youngest group of two boys 
carries on kindergarten work. The second group of eight does 
low first and a very little second grade work. The third group 
of two does third grade work and one boy is able to do some 
fourth grade work. The children may pass from one group to 
the next as their mental ability will allow. 

Fifty percent of these children have defective sight and hear- 
ing, limiting their powers of perception greatly. 

One hour and a half each day is given to academic work, the 
remainder to handwork. If children whose mental ability is 
limited ean be trained to do handwork they may become useful 
citizens able to earn their own living. 

Our first handwork was simple basketry because some of 
the boys had already done this work. 

They were also encouraged to bring from home food sup- 
plies for canning and preserving. It was found that many of 
the boys did not know the name of simple everyday commodities 
as grapes, sugar, carrots, ete. One can readily see how the teach- 
ing of English was correlated with the practical teaching of the 
utilization of those supplies which they have in ample quantity. 

Our next work following this was steps in simple weaving. 
The very fact that the development of the child is along the 
same lines as that of the race, brings out in weaving a natural 
impulse, because it is one of our oldest industries as well as one 
of the first occupations of all peoples. 

We began with card board looms, then Todd looms and 
paper weaving. First came the simple over and under and then 
the variations. Along with this was the continuation of the 
basketry, increasing its difficulty in form and pattern. 

The study of form and color is also important and practical. 
These children can now recognize the primary colors, red, yel- 
low, and blue. Most all know green, while none can tell brown, 
eray or violet. 

Sewing cards also, are a means of accentuating form and

color and familiarizing the children with the common objects 
and forms of life as well as acquiring hand control. 

Simple book making in its first four degrees of difficulty, 
has been worked out. This work has its utilitarian side as well 
as a great value in correlation with form and color in matching 
of the paper and vellum ,and the size and relation of the numer- 
ous parts. Hand control and the need for neatness are evident 
in no small degree. 

Soon after school opened we acquired some more equipment 
and began to do chair caneing and to learn the manner of re- 
moving paint and redecorating furniture. 

We acquired a few tools and a work bench and one of the 
boys made two sets of shelves, one for use in the girl’s depart- 
ment and one for our own use. 

Store boxes have furnished us with wood for the building 
of bird houses. All but the kindergarten group have completed 
one. A few book racks and the base for a window box have been 
made. 

In process are several tables for use in carrying on the craft 
work. 

Toy knitters have been gradually leading up to the general 
idea of knitting garments. We have been given a stocking knit- 
ter and hope to be able to make stockings soon. 

The work has a wide scope and while the entire processes 
confine themselves necessarily to those of repitition and imita- 
tion, much of practical value can be accomplished. 

On December 11, a sale and exhibition of handwork done 
by the children was held. About one hundred and fifty parents 
and friends attended. The sum of fifty-nine dollars and four- 
teen cents was realized. 

In conclusion, let me express my sincere thanks to the School 
Board and to you as Superintendent for your unfailing support.

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REPORT OF EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools, 

Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit the report of my work as Supervising 
Principal of the East Falmouth School for the year ending De- 
cember, 1924. 

My chief aim has been to instill in the minds of the pupils 
of the East Falmouth School the spirit of truthfulness, self-con- 
trol and good habits of living. 

To my mind organized play has done more to accomplish this 
aim than any other one thing. 

The following citations may perhaps best illustrate briefly 
what has been gained along these lines, 


A. 


1922. Pupils are in coat room getting wraps. One boy. fails to 
find hat on hook. Finds teacher and says, ‘‘Some one 
stole my hat.’’ 

1924. Conditions same as 1922. Boy says, ‘‘I can’t find my 
hat.”’ 

B. 

1922. Children arrive about 8 o0’clock. Teacher says ‘‘Every- 
body out doors playing some game.’’ 
Pupils: ‘‘Ooh! Ooh! it’s too eold.’’ 

1924. Teacher says, ‘‘It is rather cold this morning. You may 
Stay in if you wish.”’ 

Nearly all the pupils, ‘‘Please may we have the ball and 
go out if we wish?”’ 


C. 


1922. Boys playing ball. One boy accidently hits another one 
on foot when dropping bat. ' 

Result—fight. 

1924, Conditions the same. 
Result—no fight. Boy kicks bat out of way and shouts, 
“‘Come on with that ball. Get him out.”’ 
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D: 
1922. Teacher: Where is your brother? 
Pupil: muttering, ‘‘He is sick.”’ 
1924. Teacher: ‘‘Where is your brother?”’ 
Pupil: ‘‘He is helping at home.”’ 
A great deal of time this year has been spent on reading, 
spelling and language tests; checking up and comparing results 


on same. 

Many children were demoted a grade at the beginning of 
this year as a result of tests and raising of standards throughout 
the school system. The following facts and comparisons will 
show, I think, that this regrading and raising of standards has 
been very beneficial and one of the best things done in the school 
system for some time. 

The following is a comparison of the results of the oral read- 
ing tests given in our building in September 1923 and September 
1924: 

EAST FALMOUTH READING TESTS

It will be noted in the above table that in the September 1923 
tests the reader used was a whole year below grade, while in 
the September 1924 tests the reader was in each case up to grade, 
The improvement, therefore, is greater than the percentage 
would indicate. 

As a result of these tests it was readily seen that some new 
methods of teaching were needed. Many suggestions were given 
us by Mrs. Gay, our Primary Supervisor and in many instances it 
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became my pleasant duty to give demonstration lessons using 
these new methods. 3 

I would like here to express my appreciation of the kindly 
support and assistance of Mrs. Gay in all I have undertaken. 

Following these tests it was often necessary to give individ- 
ual instruction to certain pupils who were a bit slow in grasping 
a particular lesson. I have tried to do this whenever and wher- 
ever practicable. 

The transfer of a number of our motor-minded pupils to the 
Training School in Teaticket has relieved us in a great many 
ways. In the first place the discipline is much easier. Secondly, 
much more work can be accomplished because now the teacher 
has the time formerly spent on the almost impossible task of try- 
ing to bring the motor-minded pupil up to grade to spend on 
those whom it seems possible to grade. 

I sincerely hope the town will se¢ fit at the next annual meet- 
ing to appropriate enough money to take care of other pupils 
who should attend a school of the sort now being conducted at 
Teaticket. 

Self-government was started in grade 6 this fall, later ex- 
tended to grade 5 and then to corridor duty of all grades. The 
results are very satisfactory and it is perhaps one of the best 
lessons in Good Citizenship that could be taught. 

In closing I wish to express my gratitude to the school com-

‘ REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICYIAN 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
My dear Mr. Dillingham: 
The work in the schools for the past twelve months has pro- 
gressed very satisfactorily. The epidemics which we have had, 
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have been handled without serious loss of time to the students. 
No school has been closed on account of contagious disease. 

It has been our custom to handle all epidemics by a careful 
watch of the student in school, rather than to allow him to go 
at large and maybe become infected without any supervision. 
This method has worked out very well to date. We have handled 
quite a number of adenoid and tonsil cases with very good re 
sults, and we have had a large eye clinic. The dental clinics have 
also been very well attended. 

This year we are going to make a special examination of 
children for posture, which seems to be something badly needed. 

I thank you and the school committee for your cordial co- 
operation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSES 


Mr. Paul Dillingham, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Mr. Dillingham: 

With pleasure I submit to you a report of the work done by 
the nurses in the schools during the past year. 

The finding and remedying of the physical defects of the 
children constitute a large share of our school work. Although 
we, aS nurses, do not examine the children, we assist the school 
physician with his examination and keep a record of the findings. 
By making home visits, these defects are brought to the attention 
of the parents and advice given regarding the correction of the 
same. The eyes and ears of each child, however, are tested by 
the nurses and it is the aim to complete this work early in the 
fall term. This means that corrections can be made before the 
school work suffers by the handicap which is apt to interfere with 
a child’s progress in school. This year the examinations were > 
completed six weeks after the opening of the fall term. The 
parents were notified by home visits in all cases where there were 
defects and three clinics were held during the month of Novem- 
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ber for those who desired to avail themselves of the local clinic. 

The dental condition among the school children shows a 
marked improvement. When the work began five years ago 
about two and a quarter hours was the average time spent on 
each child. This last year less than an hour per child was needed. 
This shows that there is less work to be done and at the same 
time more children can be eared for in the allotted time. At 
present 383 children are being treated at the dental clinies, this 
number includes children in every grade up to the High School. 

Sines last January, there has been no epidemic of any con- 
tagious disease. This fall an occasional case of diphtheria has ap- 
peared and in each instance the child has not had the Schick test. 
A few eases of chicken pox have developed in East Falmouth but 
not in sufficient numbers to interfere to any extent with the 
school attendance. Frequent medical inspection by the school 
physician and home visits by the nurses are made to prevent the 
spread of any contagious disease. 

The result of the weighing and measuring of the children 
this year is appalling. The per cent of those who are 7% or 
more underweight in each school is as follows: East Falmouth 
18%, Teaticket 25%, Village 30% and Woods Hole 25%. 

We are notifying the parents in each case of underweight 
and are to start a contest in each school at the opening of the 
winter term to stimulate interest among the children to decrease 
if possible, the percentage of underweights. 

Last Spring two classes in Home Hygiene were conducted, 
one in East Falmouth, the other in the High School. Hight girls 
obtained certificates from the Red Cross for satisfactorily com- 
pleting the course. We hope to begin another in January. 

As it seems to be the place for the teacher to do the teach- 
ing in the school room, we are allowing them to teach health 
with our assistance by giving suggestions and material to make 


the work more interesting. 

Thus by finding and remedying the physical defects of the 
school child, by preventing the spread of contagious diseases in 
the schools by frequent room inspections and home visits, and by 
teaching the school child health habits, we hope to have the 
schools filled with children free from physical handicaps and 
having a sound body in which the mind may be trained to the 
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best of its ability. This cannot be accomplished except with the 
hearty cooperation of the teachers and the warm support of the 
parents.
